Accused child rapist will get second evaluation 


Results will determine 
competency to stand trial

Rochelle Olds, who is charged 
with first-degree rape of a person 
under the age of 12, was recently 
ordered to receive a second evalu¬ 
ation to decide if she is competent 
enough to stand trial. 

The findings of Dr. Eric Dro- 
gin’s first evaluation of Olds, 37, of 
1139 Versailles Road in Lawrence¬ 


burg, were presented at a status 
hearing conducted in January. 

According to court documents, 
Drogin concluded that Olds “can¬ 
not be considered competent to 
stand trial, but should be capable 
of attaining competency within 
the statutorily defined ‘foresee¬ 
able future.’” 

Drogin said that Olds could 
attain competency if given coun¬ 
seling to address depression and 
anxiety and reinforcing an under¬ 
standing of what occurs in the 
courtroom. 

Olds was indicted for first- 


degree rape on Sept. 18, 2012 by 
the Anderson County Grand Jury 
for an incident that occurred 
around September 2005. 

According to court documents, 
the 8-year-old alleged victim said 
Olds, who was the girlfriend of 
the boy’s father at the time, forced 
him to have sexual intercourse 
with her. 

This incident reportedly 
occurred when the boy’s father 
was away from the home playing 
poker at his aunt’s house. 

Olds admitted to sexual con-

State of the City declares good times now y better times ahead 


Surplus properties of no use 
be disposed of or sold

Mayor Edwinna Baker told 
Lawrenceburg City Council 
that the City’s budget was 
being met through April and 
was expected to be met for the 
entire fiscal year in her State 
of the City address Monday of 
last week. 

Baker’s address revisited 
specific budget items that 
had been achieved, including 
improvements to city parks 
and Lawrenceburg Green, 
upgrades and replacement of 
equipment, construction of an 
equalization basin for storm 
water and rehabilitation of 
the Bearcat water tank. 

She attributed the suc¬ 
cess of the of the Fiscal Year 
2013-14 budget to the Council, 
her office staff and the City 
department heads. 

“I am proud of what we 
have accomplished together,” 
said Baker. “The (FY 2014-15) 
budget that will be presented 
tonight is conservative but 
realistic for the needs or our 
city. I look forward to continu¬ 
ing the work of the Council 
on meeting the current needs 
of our community, planning 
for needed improvements and 
investing in our future.” 

Treasurer Judy Russell 
gave a Finance Committee 
report, which was, essentially,

Mefford served Lawrenceburg for more than 2 decades 



Lawrenceburg City Council paused to remember Robert Paul “Bob” Mef¬ 
ford during its regular monthly meeting Monday of last week. 

Mefford, 83, died May 8. He had been serving as an interim Council mem¬ 
ber completing the term of Larry Giles, who had also died while in office. 

Mefford’s experience was vast. He had served on the City Council for 24 
years before his most recent stint. 

“He was a really good Council member,” said Lawrenceburg Mayor 
Edwinna Baker. “He didn’t make hasty decisions. He thought things through. He was con¬ 
servative with taxpayer dollars and he was very easy to work with.” 

Baker said she considered Mefford to be “thoughtful” and that she respected that fact 
that he “did his homework before” Council meetings. 

Mefford was a retired U.S. Army Warrant Officer 2nd Class, having served three terms 
in Korea. He later worked as a barber and owned Mefford’s Barber Shop in Lawrenceburg. 

He is survived by his wife of 63 years, Dolores Walker Mefford, his children - Beverly 
Mefford Cotton and Robert “Bobby” (Dianna) Mefford Jr., both of Lawrenceburg - two sis¬ 
ters - Leta (Roger) Berryman and Judi Lowery - and a brother, Frank Mefford. 


the FY 2014-15 budget discus¬ 
sions and explanations. 

The new budget was, for 
the most part, similar to the 
current one with the excep¬ 
tion of dollars added to cover 
increased utility rates for 
water and sewer, to create a 
sustained tourism program for 
Lawrenceburg and Anderson 
County and to secure a $75,000 
Land & Water Conservation 
Grant to offset the $140,000 
price tag for a proposed spray 
park at Legion Park. 

Some of the City’s goals for 
the next fiscal year include 
the purchase of police cruis¬ 
ers, updating park equipment, 
construction of an equaliza¬ 
tion basin to aid in storm 
water and the ongoing search 
for grants and other funding 
mechanisms for future capi¬ 
tal projects. 


Later in the meeting, the 
Council approved the FY 2014- 
15 budget unanimously. Coun¬ 
cil member Sandy Goodlett 
was not present. 


In other reports: 

•Police Chief Chris Atkins 
said local law enforcement 
will be “enhancing parking 
violation warnings” because 
of the increased activity with 
bikers, walkers and children. 

The stepped up efforts will 
be done in the name of safety, 
he said. 

•Emergency Management 
Director Bart Powell said that 
EMS is considering changing 
the day of warning siren test¬ 
ing from Saturdays at noon to 
Wednesdays at noon. 

The newest warning siren, 
a joint project between the 


City and Anderson County 
Fiscal Court, will be installed 
in front of Robert B. Turner 
Elementary School at 1411 Fox 
Creek Road in Lawrenceburg. 
Powell said the easement for 
the siren has been granted. 

He said the siren will be 
ordered in July and be opera¬ 
tional as early as October. 

•City Clerk Administrator 
Robbie Hume said that the 
water line for the equalization 
basin has been completed. He 
said the project is a couple of 
weeks behind schedule for 
now but he expects to meet 
the contract deadlines. 

•City Attorney Robert 
Myles read surplus property 
ordinances for McKee Lane, 
Industry Road and certain 
pieces of equipment. 

The McKee Lane piece has 
been abandoned for decades 


and there was “no foreseeable 
use,” Myles said. 

The property is being 
declared surplus and will be 
sold or disposed of by any 
means allowed by law. 

The Industry Road piece 
was acquired by the City in 
1990 and was meant to be a 
connection road. 

Myles said the property 
was not being utilized and had 
no value to the City. It, too, will 
be declared surplus and sold 
or disposed of by any means 
allowed by law, he said. 

The surplus equipment 
includes a Crown Victoria 
patrol car, a tanker used for 
sewer plant farming, which is 
no longer done, a 1995 dump 
truck and a 2004 street sweep¬ 
er, Myles said. 

The Council approved the 
ordinances unanimously.

Birthday cutoff for 
state preschool 
funding changes

The decision to hire 
a fifth school nurse was 
approved at the Ander¬ 
son County Board of 
Education meeting Mon¬ 
day of last week. 

“This will provide 
a healthy bump in our 
ability to serve students,” 
said Roger McDowell, 
Board vice chair. “It’s an 
opportunity we can’t 
pass up.” 

The Board unani¬ 
mously approved the 
decision with a cost of 
$127,500 to the school dis¬ 
trict. 

A fifth nurse was one 
of three options con¬ 
sidered by the Board 
and discussed with the 
Anderson County Health 
Department, which sup¬ 
plies the school district 
with nurses and shares 
the cost. 


Formerly, Anderson 
County Schools had 
five school nurses but a 
nurse resigned late last 
year and the position 
was never filled. 

Currently, four nurses 
serve Anderson County 
Schools. 

During April’s Board 
meeting, Sheila Mitch¬ 
ell, Anderson County 
Schools superintendent, 
agreed to discuss the 
options of hiring a fifth 
nurse, hiring an addi¬ 
tional part-time nurse 
or keeping the current 
number of four full-time 
nurses with Tim Wright, 
public health director 
for the Anderson County 
Health Department. 

The cost of four full¬ 
time nurses is $118, 500, 
four full-time nurses 
and one part-time nurse 
is $125,000 and five full¬ 
time nurses is $127,500. 

Board member Lee 
Hahn said this is an 
excellence example of 
cooperation between the 
school district and the 
health department, to

share the cost and work 
together to best serve the 
students of Anderson 
County. 

Board member James 
Sargent said to further 
help offset the cost to 
provide school nurses, 
they need to make sure 
all students who qualify 
for free and reduced 
lunches are signing up 
for Medicaid as well.

City's step toward tourism development is commendable

The City of Lawrenceburg 
passed its Fiscal Year 2014-15 
budget without a hitch last 
week and, along with it, took 
the first steps toward serious 
tourism development. 

They were baby steps, for 
sure, but steps nonetheless. 

In the budget, the City dedi¬ 
cated $100,000 to cover promo¬ 
tions, capital outlay, training 
and salaries and benefits. 

What this City-funded 
office will look like hasn’t 
quite been fleshed out but it’s 
a start. And it’s a commend¬ 
able start, indeed. 


Our hats are off to Law 
renceburg City Council mem¬ 
bers for unanimously approv¬ 
ing this first step and, particu¬ 
larly, to Mayor Edwinna Baker 
who seems committed to see¬ 
ing that the community has 
this economic driver and the 
perpetual benefits it brings on 
many levels. 

It will take more than 
$100,000 to create a sound pro¬ 
gram capable of generating 
significant results and there’s 
no need to saddle the City’s 
general fund with the expense 
when there are other funding 


sources available. 

But it’s still a step in the 
right direction. 

“I want to present to Coun¬ 
cil the proper way to do it,” 
Baker said in a recent bud¬ 
get discussion session. “I don’t 
want to set us up for failure. If 
we’re going to do it, we need to 
do it right, from the start. This 
has got to be done.” 

Anderson County Fis¬ 
cal Court took a similar step 
when it passed a tourism ordi¬ 
nance and transient room tax 
to fund the Anderson County 
Tourism Commission years 


ago. The status of that organi¬ 
zation is a little ambiguous at 
the moment. 

In the end, we hope that the 
City and County governments 
will join together to create 
a county wide fully funded 
tourism bureau so Anderson 
County can reap the finan¬ 
cial and quality of life rewards 
that the tourism and travel 
industry brings. 

As has been said previ¬ 
ously on this Opinion page, 
Anderson County is next door 
to the state capitol, minutes 
from Keeneland, Rupp Arena 


and Lexington, home of Wild 
Turkey and Four Roses, has a 
major thoroughfare running 
right through it, cool shops, 
great restaurants, neat photo 
opps and a convention center. 

Lawrenceburg-Anderson 
County is a great destination 
and tourism should be a very 
high priority. 

Local businesses need it and 
if you don’t have a strong tour¬ 
ism and travel promotion plan 
these days, your neighbors 
with fully funded bureaus 
will happily take your visi¬ 
tors... and their money. 


Americans think 


they are smarter 
than average 


A YouGov study 
released last week found 
that 55 percent of Amer¬ 
icans think they are 
smarter than the aver¬ 
age American, also cit¬ 
ing that education and 
income influence one’s 
view of intelligence. 

According to the You¬ 
Gov study, 51 percent of 
people with post gradu¬ 
ate degrees think they 
are “much more intelli¬ 
gent” than the average 
American. 

Another interesting 
nugget, “poorer Ameri¬ 
cans are much more 
likely to say that Ameri¬ 
cans are, on the whole, 
intelligent while richer 
Americans are far more 
likely to say that Ameri¬ 
cans are unintelligent.” 

It’s interesting that 
most Americans think 
they are smarter than 
average when educa¬ 
tional studies show how 
the U.S. education is less 
superior to other coun¬ 
tries. 

A recent report by 
Pearson and the Econo¬ 
mist Intelligence Unit 
ranked the U.S. educa¬ 
tional system as 14th 
best on earth for 2014. 

According to the 
study, the top five for 
cognitive skills and edu¬ 
cational attainment are: 
South Korea, Japan, Sin¬ 
gapore, Hong Kong and 
Finland. 

A 2010 psychological 
study called the Intel¬ 
ligence Compensation 
Theory found that less 
intelligent people are 
in some cases, adept at 
masking their lack of 
intelligence by appear¬ 
ing more methodical, 
organized, thorough and 
persistent.

Anderson recycling: a 


Currently, Anderson 
County accepts Type 
#1 and Type #2 plastics 
at the recycling trail¬ 
ers located throughout 
the county. Let’s take a 
closer look at what this 
means, how the recy¬ 
cling process works and 
what products are made 
from this material. 

What this means 

Plastics #1 and #2 are 
the most common type of 
plastic used for contain¬ 
ers. They are identified 
by a number stamped 
inside a triangle, usually 
on the bottom side of the 
container. 

There are actually 
seven different types 
numbered 1 through 
7 but, for residential 
recycling, #1 and #2 are 
generally the only two 
accepted, which is the 
case in Anderson County. 

Plastic #1 is made 
of Polyethylene Tere- 
phthalate, commonly 
known as PET or PETE. 
Here are common items 
made from this type: 

•Bottles for water, 
soft drinks, juice, sports 
drinks, mouthwash,

ings. 

•Food 
jars, such 
as peanut

of High Density Polyeth¬ 
ylene or HDPE. Here are 
items that can be recy¬ 
cled in our county: 

•Milk jugs. 

•Bottles for shampoo, 
dish and laundry deter¬ 
gent, household cleaners. 

•Water and soda bot¬ 
tles. 

•Shopping bags , such 
as the ones from Kroger 
and Walmart, which can 
be taken back to Kroger 
or Walmart but not to 
the recycle trailers. 

How the process works 

First, the plastics are 
shaken and rinsed to 
remove any dirt, bits 
of trash or liquids. The 
cleaned plastic is then 
crushed and cut into lit¬ 
tle flakes and placed in a 
flotation tank. The pur¬ 


closer look at plastics 


pose of this is to sort the 
plastic by density. These 
flakes are then sorted 
dried and melted into 
pellets. These pellets are 
sent to the a manufac¬ 
turer where they will be 
used as raw materials for 
their products. 

Products from recycling 

Plastic #1 - This can 
be used to make cloth¬ 
ing, carpeting, deter¬ 
gent bottles, lumber for 
outdoor decking, more 
bottles, peanut butter 
jars, fiberfill for sleeping 
bags, rope and pillows. 

Plastic #2 - This is 
translucent and relative¬ 
ly stiff, which creates a 
strong barrier, is suitable 
for high temperatures 
and is virtually crack- 
resistant. 

It is also suited for 
products that have a lon¬ 
ger shelf life. It is often 
used for bleaches and 
detergents, flower pots, 
trash cans, traffic bar¬ 
rier cones, lawn chairs 
and garden edging, etc. 

Interesting facts 

Here are interesting 


facts pulled from vari¬ 
ous sources: 

•Recycling a single 
plastic bottle can con¬ 
serve enough energy to 
light a 60 watt light bulb 
for up to six hours. 

•Plastic shopping bags 
are generally made from 
plastic #.2. The materi¬ 
al can hold up to 2,000 
times its own weight. 

•All plastic starts out 
as petroleum. 

•Five PET bottles 
yield enough fiber for 
one extra-large T-shirt or 
one square foot of carpet. 
About 1,200 soda bottles 
could carpet the average 
living room. 

•Twenty-five 2-liter 
bottles can make one 
sweater. 

•Five 2-liter PET bot¬ 
tles yield enough fiber- 
fill for a ski jacket. 

•It takes 35 2-liter PET 
bottles to make enough 
fiberfill for a sleeping 
bag. 

•Plastic bottles will 
take more than 500 years 
to decompose. 

•32 million tons of 
plastic waste were gen-

Well, just substitute “gun” 
for newspaper and “carry 
concealed” for “read” and you 
have current gun law.

Send those garden pests packing 


You know how there is 
always this big upsurge 
in babies being born, 
after a long, cold winter? 

Well, I guess bugs 
have to keep warm too. 
They’re everywhere! If 
the cold really did kill 
of a bunch of bugs, the 
survivors are making up 
for it. In spades! 

Now, let’s deal with 
them. 

Starting with our¬ 
selves, there are lots of 
ways to keep insects 
from bugging us. 

There are commercial 
products with DEET. Not 
my cup of tea. 

There are dryer 
sheets, when tucked into 
your pockets and collars, 
to keep the mosquitoes 
at bay. 

Of course there is 
my favorite skin splash, 
strong chamomile tea. 
Hard core sufferers 
might want to splash 
apple cider vinegar on 
their skin. 

Our pets suffer from 
bugs just as much as we 
do, except we don’t eat 
them to get them off. 

Now is definitely 
the time to start your 
monthly flea and tick 
treatment on your pets. 

I’ve found the liquid 
treatment to be more 
effective than the col¬ 
lars. Just don’t let the 
dogs go swimming right 
after you treat them 
with it! 

Our flowers and gar¬ 
den plants are like mag¬ 
nets to just about any¬ 
thing that crawls or flies. 

Some have a natural 
ability to repel them. 


Mari- 
golds not 
only bright¬ 
en your bor¬ 
ders, they 
can keep 
bugs out as 
well. 

Grow¬ 
ing onions 
around bor¬ 
ders helps 
as well. Fresh cut cedar 
limbs, used as poles for 
climbers, will also repel 
bugs. 

Laying down small 
board planks, like a piece 
of barn siding, around 
your strawberries, will 
draw slugs under them. 
You just have to lift and 
destroy each morning. 

Plain old baby pow¬ 
der will work like Seven 
dust. 

And of course, you 
have the homemade 
recipes. 

My favorite is my 
smelly onion and garlic 
spray. Chop up one large 
onion and put it in an 
empty gallon water jug. 
Chop up (or get a jar of 
minced) four to six garlic 
cloves and add them too. 

If you use the jar of 
minced then use 3 table¬ 
spoons. Now fill the jug 
with water and let it 
stand in the sun for a 
day. 

Strain the liquid into 
a bottle sprayer. Add a 
tablespoon of cooking oil 
or liquid soap. 

Spray the entire plant 
once every 2 weeks or 
more frequent if it rains. 
It will smell like an Ital¬ 
ian restaurant but you 
won’t have any critters 


dining on your plants. 

Stinging nettle tea 
not only adds nitrogen 
to your plants, it also 
gives off pest repelling 
chemicals. 

To make sting¬ 
ing nettle tea, pack a 
bucket with at least a 
pound of the leaves and 
stems then add a gallon 
of water. Let it sit for 
a week, then strain out 
the liquid into a sprayer. 

Spray your plants 
every 10 days or so and 
put the leftover leaves 
on your compost pile. 

To keep your squash 
from being murdered 
by borers, wrap alumi¬ 
num foil around the 
stem and snug it down 
into the soil. 

Rabbits, squirrels and 
even cats will stay out of 
your beds if you sprin¬ 
kle the soil heavily with 
cayenne pepper. 

Just like the bugs 
and critters, as summer 
draws nearer, we tend to 
eat outdoors more. Inev¬ 
itably, food gets dropped. 
So I thought this would 
be a good time to remind 
you of what foods are 
harmful to our pets. 

Avocados, grapes, 
raisins, chocolate, beer, 
macadamia nuts, onions 
and garlic are all on the 
no-no list. 

Now, spray down that 
body and get outside to 
do those chores. Your 
troubles will fade and 
your muscles will grow. 
How about that for a 
two-fer!

Emerald Ash Borer was confirmed 


in Anderson County 2 years ago

many calls 
come into 
our office 
regarding 
Emerald 
Ash Borer. 

This 
insect is 
transferred 
largely through fire¬ 
wood and has become 
a very destructive pest. 
Emerald ash borer has 
killed millions of trees 
since its discovery in 
2002. 

As of April 3, quar¬ 
antine regulations for 
the emerald ash borer 
changed in Kentucky to 
include the entire state. 

This Federal Order 
directly affects the wood 
and nursery industries 
because it regulates the 
interstate movement of 
ash nursery stock, green 
lumber, waste, compost, 
and chips of ash spe¬ 
cies, plus firewood of all 
hardwood species. 

While it is quite likely 
that the insect is pres¬ 
ent outside the original 
green quarantine coun¬ 
ties (Figure 1), the entire 
state is not infested at 
this time. At this point, 
EAB activity is still very 
localized within some of 
the counties in the green 
area (See Fig. 1). 

Consequently, there 
are some important 
things to keep in mind. 

The greatest potential 
for infestation occurs in 
the highlighted counties 
pictured in Fig 1. 

Homeowners living 
within those counties 
or within 15 miles of 


known infestations who 
wish to protect their ash 
trees should start or con¬ 
tinue to apply protective 
treatments. 

You can get informa¬ 
tion on effective con¬ 
trol options for the EAB 
from your local Coopera¬ 
tive Extension office. 

At this point, it is not 
clear how long ash trees 
must be protected while 
the wave of EAB infesta¬ 
tion passes through but 
7 to 10 years is a reason¬ 
able estimate.

Homeowners can pro¬ 
tect desirable ash trees 
with diameters of 20 
inches or less at 4.5 feet 
above ground level using 
a soil drench containing 
the active ingredient 
imidacloprid. 

Tree care profession¬ 
als have products and 
techniques that can pro¬ 
tect larger trees or that 
provide a longer period 
of protection.

There is no advan¬ 
tage to begin preventive 
treatments for those liv¬ 
ing in counties shown 
in white until an active 
EAB infestation is found 
nearby. Unnecessary 
treatments are not wise 
expenditures, either on 
a monetary or ecological 
basis. 

Buy firewood where 
you burn it. Moving 
infested ash, especially 
as firewood, can lead 
to more rapid spread 
of this insect. We don’t 
want to be our own 
worst enemy. 

The purple traps once 
used extensively across 
the state to survey for 
EAB will either be out 
in very limited numbers 
or not at all. 

While the traps had 
limited effectiveness, 
they were at least a 
means of trying to iden¬ 
tify new infestations. 

This leaves detection 
to Extension agents, cer¬ 
tified arborists and turf 
and landscape manag¬ 
ers.

erated in 2012. 

•In 2012, the United States gener¬ 
ated almost 14 million tons of plastics 
as containers and packaging, about 11 
million tons as durable goods such as 
appliances and almost 7 million tons 
as non-durable goods, such as plates 
and cups. 

•Only 9 percent of the total plastic 
waste generated in 2012 was recovered 
for recycling. 

•In 2012, the category of plastics, 
which includes bags, sacks and wraps 
was recvcled at about 12 nercent. 


What can you do 

Here are some of the things you 
can do to help our program: 

•Start recycling - If you’re not recy¬ 
cling yet, start! Find a container to 
place recyclables. When you’re out 
and about, take recyclables to one 
of the trailers located at the county 
schools, Christian Academy of Law- 
renceburg, Kroger or Walmart. 

•Recycle more - Maybe you’re recy¬ 
cling newspapers or aluminum cans. 
That’s a great start. But please, con¬ 
sider recycling everything the county 
accepts. Our data shows we could defi¬ 
nitely improve in most households.

dies and sitting next to 
her mother to learn to 
crochet. 

The first thing Hed- 
den crocheted was a pot- 
holder from old filter 
fiber her father got from 
the factory he worked at 
in Crown Point, Ind. 

The Sowles fam¬ 
ily moved to Anderson 
County in 1971 when 
Hedden was only 8. They 
lived on an area with 
more than 300 acres of 
land. She said her father 
often let out a loud cattle 
call to round up the kids 
to come in for dinner. 

“I loved it,” Hedden 


said with a smile. 

It’s no surprise that 
Hedden acquired her 
mother’s prowess for 
sewing and crocheting. 

Hedden, a mother 
of five, had an idea to 
recycle her children’s 
old T-shirts to make rugs. 
She said it seemed like 
a waste to toss T-shirts 
with a few holes or 
because they were faded. 

A few months after 
making her first T-shirt 
rug, a friend noticed it 
and asked if she could 
have it. Hedden didn’t 
mind and watched her 
friend knock the dirt off 
the floor mat and snatch 
it up. That’s when she 
got the idea that maybe 
she could sell her cre¬ 


ations. 

Since then, Hedden 
has made all sorts of rugs 
from different patterns 
including quilt, cross- 
stitch and designs she 
sketches on graph paper. 

She’s also made intri¬ 
cate designs of a black 
horse with eye-catching 
rainbow hair, a large red, 
yellow and blue colored 
Macaw and whatever 
else customers request. 

Hedden said she gets 
most of the T-shirts from 
family and friends but, 
occasionally, she’ll go to 
Goodwill if she’s looking 
for a particular color. 

“It’s relaxing. There 
are few patterns I repeat 
because I like to do dif¬ 
ferent things,” she said. 


Her favorite part of 
selling her rugs at the 
Old Depot Farmers Mar¬ 
ket, she said, is the abil¬ 
ity to meet with the cus¬ 
tomer. Sometimes, she 
sets up a booth where 
she crochets in front of 
farmers market custom¬ 
ers to show them how to 
make a recycled T-shirt 
rug. She said her Web 
site the-shirt-off-your- 
back.com gives instruc¬ 
tional tips on how to 
make the rugs too. 

Hedden experiments 
with different materi¬ 
als, including cotton and 
denim. Currently, she is 
working with camou¬ 
flage to see what pat¬ 
terns she can create.

The Lawrenceburg Police

“As motorists take to the 
roads to celebrate the long 
Memorial Day weekend, we 
want to ensure that everyone 
arrives at their destination 
safe and sound,” Sgt. Chris 
Beach said.

pared to ticket anyone 
wearing a seat belt.” 

There were 638 total high¬ 
way fatalities in Kentucky in 
2013, with 483 killed in motor 
vehicles. 

Of those, 483 fatalities, 278 
were not wearing a seat belt. 

“There are too many 
people dying on our roads,” 
Beach said. “Many of those 
lives could have been saved 
with the simple snap of a seat 
belt.” 

Kentucky’s seat belt usage 
rate increased with the pas¬ 
sage of the primary law from 
67.2 percent in 2006 to 85 per¬ 
cent in 2013. However, that is 
still below the national usage 
rate of 87 percent.

“Every time I watch 
the video, I love it” she 
wrote in an essay for Cos¬ 
mopolitan. “I love how 
positive it is.” 

She goes on to say that 
she remembers “breath¬ 
ing and humming 
through it like I was giv¬ 
ing birth. I know that 
sounds weird but, to me, 
this was as birth-like as 
it could be. It will always 
be a special memory for 
me.” 

As chilling has her 
words are, they are pret¬ 


ty sanitized. They seek to 
present abortion in the 
most affirmative light 
possible; what seems to 
be a far cry from what 
took place at 3801 Lan¬ 
caster, the location of 
Gosnell’s “house of hor¬ 
rors.” 

Her video is intended 
to make a statement. It 
does and it is loud. 

A year after the Gos¬ 
nell trials, a year after 
hearing the grisly details 
about what took place 
in his clinic, we have a 
young lady coming out 
with, for all intents and 
purposes, a public-ser¬ 
vice announcement of 
sorts, that seeks to pro¬ 
mote a positive image of 
what takes place in an 
abortion clinic.

This passage was so 
important to the above brother; and Paul thought that it 
was so important that he by inspiration emphasized it 
again in verse 9 of the same chapter.

I can truly say that he has changed 
the lives of so many young girls 
through the years.” 

Shouse’s emotions shouted from 
my computer screen. 

Those feelings have not been 
unique around Anderson County 
since Kays made it known last week 
that he was stepping down after 15 
years of guiding the Lady Bearcats. 

“When I heard about his retire¬ 
ment, it was a surprise but I can’t say 
I wasn’t expecting it,” says another 
former Lady Bearcat player, Court¬ 
ney Milam. 

As a pupil, Milam flourished as 
much as any player who took the 
Anderson court during Kays’ tenure. 

What looked to be a bumpy ride 
blossomed into Milam becoming, at 
the time of her graduation in 2008, 
the second leading scorer in Lady 
Bearcat history. For the last two 
years, she’s been a part-time assistant 
for the Lady Bearcats. 

“It’s no secret that we really didn’t 
get along my first two years of high 
school,” Milam recalled. “We started 
getting used to each other at the 
beginning of my junior year. By my 
senior year, we were pretty tight 
with one another.... He knew how to 
get on me just enough to make me a 
better and stronger ball player.” 

Milam’s final game as a Lady 
Bearcat on a Monday night in March 
2008 might have been a preview of 
what was to come. 

It had been 30 years - Jimmy Cart¬ 
er was in the White House, for crying 
out loud - since the Anderson girls’ 
program made it past the regional 
semi-final round. But blessed with 
nice talent coupled with a favorable 
regional draw, there the Lady Cats 
were, playing a powerful Simon Ken¬ 
ton team for the right to move on to 
the Sweet 16 in Bowling Green. 

Anderson led with a minute to go 
only to see Simon Kenton rally for 
the victory. Milam cried profusely. 
Kays had put on a coaching clinic 
with a superb game plan only to fall 
short to a more talented team. 

Anderson, the county, noticed too. 
It was estimated that about 1,500 
people wearing red or navy blue 
made the short drive to Shelby Coun¬ 
ty High School that night. Over the 
next 5 years, those who came back 
were treated to some of the best girls 
high school basketball they could 
want to see. 

Part of that, of course, had to do 
with having eventual all-staters Eriel 
McKee and Makenzie Cann. But to 
dismiss the job Tony Kays did mold¬ 
ing the Anderson program over the 
last five years would be a mistake. 

He developed role players. For 
the most part, Kays kept his players 
happy. To do that 100 percent of the 
time is simply impossible. 

The results are indisputable - Six 
straight district championships and 
three regional titles. 

Over 15 years, there have been 303 
wins, or just over 20 a season. 

Shouse was there when Kays took 
over and just making the regional 
tournament was considered a good 
year. Things are much different now. 

“Anderson County has huge shoes 
to fill,” Shouse says. “Coach Kays is 
one of a kind and hard to come by 
nowadays.” 

She’s on target again.

Coach Kays steps down 


Long-time leader: 
'It was just time'

Tony Kays needed some time and 
a little pickin’ and grinnin’ to be sure. 

Kays, a guitar aficionado who has 
been coaching girls’ basketball at 
Anderson County High School for 15 
years, had changed his mind about 
returning to the sideline another year 
almost two weeks ago. 

He needed to get away. 

Just to be sure. 

After Kays and his wife, Susan, 
returned from an impromptu trip 
to Nashville on May 10-11, Kays just 
knew. 

He told Anderson County School 
Superintendent Sheila Mitchell first. 
Then, he told high school principal 
Chris Glass and athletic director Rick 
Sallee. 

Then he got the returning Lady 
Bearcats together and broke the news 
that he would not be returning to lead 
the Lady Bearcats in 2014-15. 

“I just wanted to make sure I took 
plenty of time,” Kays said in an exclu¬ 
sive interview with The Anderson 
News last Wednesday. “I wanted to 
make sure I felt the same way after I 
got back from Nashville.” 

He was as sure as Little Jimmy 
Dickens showing up for the Grand Ole 
Opry. 

That had not been the case since 
the Lady Bearcats exited the state 
tournament on March 14. 

In an interview conducted on 
April 11 and published in The Ander¬ 
son News two weeks ago, Kays was 
emphatic he would be back on the 
sidelines next winter. 

“Why shouldn’t I be back,” he said 
at the time. “(Losing five seniors who 
had been to three state tournaments)

Anderson gets to regional tournament 

Stellar base running, gutsy pitching get it done

The mission for Anderson County 
High School baseball was simple: Get 
There. 

Just “get there” to the Eighth Region 
Tournament and try to do some dam¬ 
age. 

The varsity Bearcats got there 
Monday night with a wild 10-6 win 
over arch-rival Shelby County in the 
30th District Tournament semifinals 
at Anderson’s Barnes Memorial Field. 

The Bearcats were to have played 
Collins, ranked No. 5 in last week’s 
statewide poll, in the district final 
Tuesday night after press deadlines. 

Both teams move on to the regional 
tournament, scheduled to get under¬ 
way Mon., May 26, at Henry County 
High School. 

“We’ll be working on Memorial Day 
and that’s fine with me,” said Ander¬ 
son Coach L.W. Barnes, who has taken 
the Bearcats to the regional tourna¬ 
ment 15 of his 16 years at the helm. 

Anderson got there with gritty 
pitching performances from right¬ 
hander Conor Cotton, who started, and 
lefty Brandon Eliadis, who got the win 
in 2.2 innings of relief. They combined 
to give up just five hits but walked six 
between them. 

Cotton recorded all seven of Ander¬ 


son’s strikeouts. 

“They really did a good job keeping 
their composure,” Barnes said. “They 
just kept battling.” 

Anderson got there by making 
Shelby pay for a porous defense that 
betrayed the job pitcher Dillon Boone 
did on the mound. Regarded by most 
as Shelby’s top threat on the mound, 
Boone gave up all 10 of Anderson’s 
runs but only four were earned as 
Shelby committed five errors. 

Anderson might have forced some 
of Shelby’s defensive woes with 
aggressive base running. Clinging to 
a 7-6 lead in the top of the seventh, 
pinch runner John Paul Garmon 
broke for home on a passed ball. 

“That was just a great base running 
reaction,” Barnes said. “It was an awe¬ 
some play by a freshman.” 

Anderson, which improved to 15-12, 
had to endure one final Shelby at-bat, 
as the home team was determined by 
district seedings. Eliadis, however, set 
the Rockets down in order to set off 
the celebration. 

Shelby finished the year at 22-7. 

The Bearcats had scored twice in 
the fourth when Mason Baker, who 
had walked, and Wesley Jorette, who 
had reached on an error, came around 
to score on Cotton’s sacrifice. When 
Cotton and Shelbv second baseman 


Bobby Crisp got tangled at first base, 
Baker and Jorette motored all the way 
around the bases to score. 

While the first pitch was delayed 
by some malfunctioning lights along 
the third base line, Anderson quickly 
got what it wanted. 

Cotton led off with a single and 
Garmon, Cotton’s courtesy runner, 
scored when Eliadis ripped a single. 

Shelby responded with two runs in 
the bottom of the first, the first of five 
lead changes in the latest edition of 
the schools’ storied rivalry. 

Anderson seemed to be in good 
shape after Baker and Jorette had 
given the Bearcats a 5-3 lead but Shel¬ 
by took advantage of an error to plate 
three runs in the bottom of the fifth. 

Anderson regained the lead in the 
top of the sixth and Eliadis shut the 
door, retiring the last five batters he 
faced. 

Eliadis and Cotton both had two 
hits and drove in a run two hits each. 

Steven Standafer led Shelby with a 
pair of doubles and two RBI’s. 

“I was ready. The kids were pre¬ 
pared and they were ready. It was 
a typical Anderson-Shelby game,” 
Barnes said while grinning. “It had 
everything. Every stinking time we 
nlav them, it is like the regional final.”

Search is underway for a successor 


AD says having position 
filled for summer is vital

Tony Kays announced he 
would be stepping down as girls’ 
basketball coach at Anderson 
County High School Tuesday of 
last week and the search for his 
successor began in earnest Thurs¬ 
day. 

“We are posting the position on 
the school website and I am also 
posting it on the (Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association) Web 
site,” Athletic Director Rick Sallee 
said. 

The search might have begun 
earlier but Sallee was out of town 
on a prior commitment the day 
after Kays’ announcement. 

“I want to have someone in the 
position soon,” Sallee said. “Hav¬ 
ing someone here for summer 
work is very important with this 


team. 

The Lady Bearcats lost all five 
starters from last season’s state 
tournament team but have four 
players back who saw significant 
playing time. The program also 
has a number of talented young 
players that Kays had envisioned 
vying for playing time. 

Sallee says he hopes to have 
someone in place to guide the 
team during the summer work¬ 
outs, which, for many players, 
will not begin until after softball 
season. 

The team can work out togeth¬ 
er until the KHSAA-mandated 
“dead period” June 25-July 9. The 
Lady Bearcats have several sum¬ 
mer league games and will par¬ 
ticipate in a team camp, according 
to Sallee. 

Sallee said a four- to five-person 
search committee that includes 
Anderson Principal Chris Glass 
and Sallee will be formed. 

Glass will make the final deci¬ 
sion, based on the committee’s 


recommendations. 

Speculation has centered on 
long-time Anderson Assistant 
Coach Clay Birdwhistell. Bird- 
whistell has led the Anderson 
junior varsity and guided the 
Anderson County Middle School 
program to a state championship 
in 2009. 

Birdwhistell, however, has no 
varsity head coaching experience. 

The position is expected to 
be attractive and could draw a 
large number of applicants. Sal¬ 
lee, however, said that, if the pro¬ 
spective coach is also a teacher, 
finding an instructional position 
in the high school or even within 
the district could be an issue. 

While the position does not 
have to be filled by a teacher 
or school staff member, a person 
working in the building during 
the school day is preferable, Sal¬ 
lee said. 

“We want to make sure we get 
the right person for the job,” Sal¬ 
lee said.

one,” Kays explained. “I 
guess it has been in the 
back of my mind since I 
retired from teaching. I 
just wanted to make sure 
I took plenty of time and 
didn’t make a snap deci¬ 
sion. 

“It was nothing spe¬ 
cific. It is just time.” 

Kays said when he 
told his returning play¬ 
ers, “It just got real quiet 
in there.” 

“There were a couple 
of people crying, includ¬ 
ing myself,” said Corrin 
Robinson, another rising 
senior. “It’s just tough 
because he has been my 
coach since sixth grade.” 

Kays left the class¬ 
room two years ago but 
remained on the side¬ 
lines as the Anderson 
girls’ basketball program 
rose to a place among 
the state’s elite. While 
Anderson will see a drop 
in experience and talent 
level, the Lady Bearcats 
are considered one of the 
teams capable of mak¬ 
ing a Sweet 16 run next 
March. 

Anderson had not 
been to the state tourna¬ 
ment in 32 years when 
Kays’ team, which boast¬ 
ed a pair of eighth-grad¬ 


ers in the starting line¬ 
up, rolled through the 
Eighth Region in 2010. 
That eighth-grade class, 
led by first team all-state 
players Makenzie Cann 
and Eriel McKee, would 
make two more appear¬ 
ances in the Sweet 16. 
Anderson went 34-2 and 
finished third at the 
state in 2013. The Lady 
Bearcats, ranked No. 1 
at the beginning of the 
season, finished 28-5 and 
were eliminated by Eliz¬ 
abethtown in the Elite 
Eight this year. 

Like most Kentucky 
coaches, Kays says mak¬ 
ing the Sweet 16 was the 
pinnacle of his career. 

“Winning that first 
regional championship 
would have to be my 
biggest thrill (in coach¬ 
ing),” Kays said. “We 
were a little under the 
radar and did what not 
many expected us to do. 

“All three of the 
regional championships 
were big thrills though. 
That first district title 
(2009) was pretty special 
too.” 

Anderson had gone 31 
years without even a dis¬ 
trict crown until whip¬ 
ping Spencer County in 
the district final that 
season. 

It had been quite a 
ride from the day when 
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Kays, a 1975 Ander¬ 
son graduate, watched 
his first team, the girls’ 
junior varsity team at 
Murray High School, 
take the court. Kays, 
then a college senior at 
Murray State, was not 
much older than his 
players. 

He also helped coach 
football and boys’ bas¬ 
ketball at McLean Coun¬ 
ty High in western Ken¬ 
tucky, then came home 
to Anderson, where he 
has coached football, 
tennis, track and girls’ 
basketball. He actually 
led the boys’ basketball 
team for two games 
when head coach Glen 
Drury was recovering 
from an injury. 

“I figured it up a few 
days ago and, I have 
coached in 59 seasons 
over 35 years,” Kays said 
with a smile. “You just 
know it is time.” 

Kays has been an 
assistant coach under 
three coaches in halls of 
fame: Sam Harp (foot¬ 
ball), Randy Crist (track) 
and Drury (basketball). 

Kays said he has no 
specific plans for the 
future. He is often seen 


riding his bike around 
Anderson County and 
says he will keep that 
hobby alive. More travel 
with his wife is also on 
the agenda. 

Kays does not plan on 
getting heavily involved 
in the search for his suc¬ 
cessor. “(The position) is 
quite attractive and will 
draw a lot of attention,” 
he says. “I will help the 
transition anyway I can.” 

When Kays met with 
The Anderson News 
last Wednesday, he had 
largely cleaned his office 
already. But he admits 
that he expects the tug 
to get back in coaching 
to show up sometime 
soon. 

“I know I will miss 
the interaction with the 
kids,” he says. “I will miss 
the interaction with the 
boys’ coaches too. We 
have a really unique 
relationship with the 
boys’ coaches. 

“I am sure I will miss it. 
It will be tough because 
it has been our lifestyle.

Anderson’s Corrin Robin¬ 
son tripled then came home 
on Bailey Curry’s single in the 
first. As it turned out, it would 
be all the offense Anderson 
would need with Mia Aldridge 
dominating on the mound. 

The sophomore right-hand¬ 
er tamed Carroll with a solid 
assortment of pitches. None 
of Carroll’s batted balls came 
close to falling in for a hit. 

“I didn’t realize I had (the 
no-hitter) until after the 
game,” said Aldridge, who had 
silenced Rockcastle County’s 
bats in her previous outing 
three days before.

Hunter Education is teaching, well, safe hunting, of course 


Taking a course is 
easy and fun for 
people of all ages

It is a few minutes 
before 6 p.m. on a Friday 
and vehicles continue 
pulling into the parking 
lot at the Scott County 
Extension Center. 

An orange sign 
marked “Hunter Educa¬ 
tion” confirms the visi¬ 
tors are in the right place 
and directs them to pro¬ 
ceed to the North Room, 
where a uniformed 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources conservation 
educator welcomes his 
new students. 

Jamie Cook asks 
everybody to take a reg¬ 
istration form and a copy 
of the “Today’s Hunter” 
guide. 

The form will be their 
“passport” for the next 
2 days, he says, and the 
112-page study guide will 
complement the class¬ 
room instruction. 

“All of you are here 
for different reasons,” 
Cook, who oversees the 
Hunter’s Legacy pro¬ 
gram, tells the room. “We 
want you to leave tomor¬ 
row afternoon safe hunt¬ 
ers. That’s what we want 
to teach you.” 

Hunter education 
courses like this are 
offered throughout the 
state and serve as an 
important step in the 
development of respon¬ 
sible, safe, knowledge¬ 
able and involved hunt¬ 
ers. 

Licensed hunters born 
on or after Jan. 1,1975 are 
required to successfully 
complete the course. 

A one-year, one-time 
only exemption card 
is available for hunt¬ 


ers unable to complete 
coursework by the start 
of a season. 

More than 14,000 peo¬ 
ple took the hunter edu¬ 
cation course last year in 
Kentucky, according to 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life Hunter Education 
Supervisor Bill Baida. 

The desire to par¬ 
take in the spring tur¬ 
key season provides the 
motivation for many 
enrollees this time of 
year, although children 
wishing to participate in 
shooting sports offered 
through 4-H also take 
the course. 

Then there are those 
people with no hunting 
tradition in their fami¬ 
lies but an interest in 
starting one. 

The course is offered 
in a classroom setting, 
online or on a CD. The 
classroom option spans 
10 hours over two days. 
It takes a few minutes to 
register online at fw.ky. 
gov. 

The classroom option 
is a good one for fami¬ 
lies and those new to 
hunting. The interaction 
enhances the learning 
process. 

With a Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife instructor 
and volunteers present, 
students can get answers 
to questions immediate- 

iy- 

Sixty people regis¬ 
tered for the class taught 
by Cook and volunteers 
Becky Bloomfield and 
Chace Wallen. Forty- 
seven showed up. There 
were fathers and sons, 
fathers and daughters 
and entire families. 

A few students were 
alone. 

The class opened with 
a short film portraying 
poor hunter behavior 
that led into a discussion 
about hunter ethics and 
responsibility. 

The formal instruc¬ 
tion included more 


videos and PowerPoint 
slides, but an open dia¬ 
logue kept the class 
engaged. There are areas 
of emphasis, the occa¬ 
sional joke and subtle 
hints about what might 
appear on the next day’s 
exam. 

Treat every firearm 
as if it was loaded was 
one phrase heard, and 
repeated, often. 

Class broke at around 
9 p.m. Friday after cov¬ 
ering the importance of 
planning and prepara¬ 
tion, hunting strategies, 
shot selection, survival 
skills, types of firearms 
and how to handle them 
safely. 

This session also edu¬ 
cated attendees about 
the hunter’s role in wild¬ 
life conservation. 

It would reconvene at 
8:30 a.m. Saturday and 
cover tree stand safety, 
ammunition, archery 
and trapping before 
exam time. 

To earn the coveted 
orange hunter education 
card, which is valid in 


every state and shows 
you grasp the basics, a 
person must correctly 
answer at least 80 per¬ 
cent of the 50 questions 
on a written exam and 
participate in the “range 
day.” 

“Do most people pass,” 
a young lady asked. 

Cook assured that 
most people pass. 

The test is split into 
true-false and multiple 
choice questions. 

All but one student 
earned a passing grade. 

After a lunch break, 
the class reconvened at 
nearby Veterans Memo¬ 
rial Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area for the range 
portion. Another 37 stu¬ 
dents who completed 
the online or CD course 
offerings attended it, as 
well. 

The classroom group 
started at the skeet 
shooting station. 

Shooters were given 
their choice of a 12-gauge 
pump action shotgun 
or 20-gauge single shot, 
break action shotgun. 


Most of the kids opted 
for the 20-gauge while 
the adults chose the 
beefier 12-gauge. 

Wallen loaded the 
guns for the younger 
shooters and everybody 
could take up to three 
shots at clay targets arc¬ 
ing through the air from 
left to right. 

Some stopped after 
one attempt. Others 
walked away rubbing 
their shoulder from 
the kick of the gun but 
happy to have had the 
opportunity. 

Bloomfield signed 
students’ passports after 
successfully completing 
the exercise. 

As the day wore on, 
camaraderie devel¬ 
oped among the group 
that had taken the class 
together. Small talk 
turned into full-fledged 
conversations as people 
waited for their turn at 
the final two stations. 

The day’s last group 
included two father- 
son pairs, a college-aged 
woman and a 39-year- 


old father of two with no 
previous hunting experi¬ 
ence. 

The group practiced 
techniques for carrying 
a gun in the field - in 
this case an unloaded 
air gun - were quizzed 
about shot selection and 
reviewed tree stand safe¬ 
ty before walking back 
to a vacant house on the 
property that served as a 
meeting point. 

Blaze orange vests 
were returned and pass¬ 
ports submitted for the 
final time. 

Cook signed the 
papers and placed them 
in a cardboard box. It was 
around 4 p.m. and the 
group had successfully 
completed the hunter 
education course. 

Their orange hunter 
education cards would 
be arriving within 2 
weeks, opening the door 
to continuing family tra¬ 
ditions or creating new 
ones in Kentucky and 
elsewhere.

Decoration Day 


Soon after the Civil War ended, 
communities everywhere began setting 
aside a day to honor the fallen soldiers 
and decorate their graves. As the 
tradition spread, May 20,1868, was 
made the official Decoration Day. On that 
day, 5,000 people gathered at Arlington 
National Cemetery to decorate the graves 
of Union and Confederate soldiers. 

Over time, Decoration Day turned 
into Memorial Day in honor of every 
soldier who had died while serving the 
nation. In 1971, Congress made Memorial 
Day official and set it for the last Monday 
in May. 

Today, thousands of people celebrate 
Memorial Day. Many attend services and 
decorate soldiers’ graves with flags and
